How To Export 
Prawns To US 


M. A.. Salter, an exccutive officer in charge of the 
Origin Office at the Department of 
Commerce and Industry, testified this morning on an 
the Hongkong Government and 
Treasury on the export to the 


States of certain goods presumed to be of Chinese 


origin. 


Mr Salter was testifying at 
the ‘trial of three businessmen 
for sliegediy conspiring to ob- 
tain comprehensive certificates 
of origin to export prawns and 
shrimps to the United States by 
fraudulent moans and dishonest 
devices, 

The case Is before Judge B. J. 
Jennings at the Victoria District 
Court. 


Second Charge 


The three accused are Lee Po- 
on, director of Pan Asli Supply 
Company, Ling Hon-wal, allas 
Hen Ling, manager of the com- 
pany, and To ,Tat-ng, export 
manager of the company. ~ 

Ling 
ruptly giving a Government 
clerk a total of §1,200 on five 
occasions ag a reward for assist- 
ing thelr company by falsifying 
records képt by the Department 
of Commerce and Industry.
